W ashington, Ju ne 20.—Althou gh no 
bard and fast agreem ent has been re- 
])orted, it is practically certain that 
congress will adjou rn before nex t Sat­ 
u rday . 
Some of the senate and hou se 
optim ists think that Thu rsday wou ld 
be a good gu ess, bu t others say Satu r­ 
day . 
Acting on these su ggestions, 
many of the rank and file of the hou se 
hav e made Pu llman reserv ations for 
the end of the week. Ev ery body in the 
lower branch of congress seems anx 
iou s to get back home and find ou t 
how the dear people feel abou t things. 
A good many men in congress who 
a month or two ago went arou nd moan­ 
ing to themselv es that adm inistration 
policies were doomed, that all admin­ 
istration bills wou ld fail of passage 
and that the good old G. O. P. was on 
the toboggan hav e awakened in the 
past week to the fact that they rang 
the alarm too soon. 
The railroad bill 
and the statehood measu re are ou t of 
the way , the postal sav ings bank bill 
in the form in which it passed the 
hou se will get by the senate today , and 
the conserv ation bill, with a compro­ 
mise 
$20,000,000 
reclamation 
bond 
proposition 
tacked 
on 
it, 
will 
go 
throu gh with a whiz. 
So, barring a 
lot of rou tine, the slate is pretty near 
clear. 
Mr. Taft has pu blicly gone on 
record in farv or of the bill for the pu b­ 
licity of campaign contribu tions which 
has passed the hou se. His wishes, to­ 
gether with the pu blic clamor for the 
enactm ent of this legislation, will v ery 
likely resu lt in fav orable action by the 
senate u pon it. There is some talk in 
that body of reporting ou t the hou se 
bill with an amendment making the 
pu blicity of campaign contribu tions ef­ 
fectiv e after election and not ten day s 
before, as the bill prov ides. The anti­ 
inju nction m easu re, another Taft bill, 
-will go ov er u ntil the nex t session. Mr. 
Taft told senate and hou se leaders a 
cou ple of weeks ago to pu sh along the 
other measu res enu m erated and let 
this lie ov er. 
There are still a nu m­ 
ber of bills in conference, inclu ding 
the su ndry civ il bill, bu t it is admitted 
that with an adjou rnm ent date agreed 
on there will be no trou ble in closing 
u p these bills in short otder.

Bu t notwithstanding this reticence 
in details, the colonel made no effort 
to conv ey the impression that in his 
capacity as a priv ate citizen he has 
abju red the society of 
pu blic men. 
Su nday he had been associating with 
two persons who hav e a hand in the 
gov ernment. 
Senator Lodge was a 
gu est at Sagamore Hill ov er Su nday , 
and in the afternoon Secretary of the 
Nav y Mey er dropped in by w ay of the 
Dolphin and Long Island SOIInd for an 
ev ening’s talk ov er the teacu ps and 
ev en later. 
W hether it will become 
known who are the v isitors of note 
w’ho v isit him later is pu rely proble­ 
matical. 
These impressions were gained at 
su nset when the ex -president came ou t 
on his v eranda to receiv e sev eral in­ 
q u iring callers. His last word to them 
In answer to a q u estion abou t his Af­ 
rican trip was this: 
“I shan't hav e any thing to say , ev er.”

“Now, gentlemen,” said he, “I really 
hav en’t any thing to say on any su b­ 
ject whatev er. 
1 don’t want to hav e 
any body get in the habit of coming to 
me with the idem that I am going to 
talk, for I’m not going to do it at all. 
Twice a wreek I intend to go in to New 
York, and I will he at the Ou tlook of­ 
fice there. Tnat is the only place that 
I shall receiv e callers w'ho w'ant me to 
say any thing.” 
“W hat are y ou r plans for the nex t 
few' day s,” he w'as asked. 
“Bey ond going into town tomorrow' 
morning for my son’s wedding and on 
W ednesday for my first v isit to the 
Ou tlook office since I hav e been back. 
I hav en’t any thing to tell.” 
Senator Lodge was arou nd the cor­ 
ner of the porch with Secretary Mey er, 
and their propinq u ity inspired the nex t 
q u estion, which was: 
“Can y ou tell u s 
what y ou hav e been doing today , col 
onel?” 
“Now that,” he bu rst ou t with some 
enthu siasm , "is ju st the kind of a q u es­ 
tion that I don’t want to answer. 
My 
life here from now on is to be priv ate. 
If I keep telling abou t these things 
the resu lt wou ld be that I shou ld not 
hav e any peace, rest or v acation at all 
I shou ld be ov erru n all the time.” 
“Won’t y ou tell u s what y ou thou ght 
of y ou r reception,” pu t in someone in a 
spirit of brav ado. 
Mr. Roosev elt shook his head at 
first, then he widened his smile a trifle 
and finally said: 
“I gu ess y ou ou ght 
to know what I thou ght of that.” 
“How abou t the trophies that are ex ­ 
pected here; when do y ou ex pect to 
u npack?” 
“No. no,” lau ghed the colonel, “not a 
w'ord.” 
“Isn’t there any thing abou t that Af­ 
rican trip that y ou want to add to 
what y ou hav e said already ?” 
Here came the answer that fairly 
bowled ov er his hearers: 
“No, I shan’t hav e any thing to say , 
ev er.”

Petru , Ind., Ju ne 20.—Scranton (Pa.) 
Chapter of the Dau ghters of the Amer­ 
ican Rév olu tion has ju st dedicated and 
giv en to the city of Scranton a monu ­ 
ment to the memory of Frances Slo­ 
cu m, who is bu ried sev en miies sou th­ 
east of Peru , and to whose memory 
there was erected some y ears ago a 
handsome bronze monu ment at her 
grav e and u pon it'is inscribed a brief 
history ci her captu re by the Indians 
and her life with them. 
The monu ment at Scranton was also 
erected to the memory of the captiv e’s 
father, Ebenezer Slocu m, the first pio­ 
neer settler of Lackawanna v alley . 
The story of Frances Slocu m reads 
like fiction. 
Her life, after she had 
been stolen by the Delaware Indians 
in 17 7 5 , was one of comparativ e ease 
and some comfort, so mu ch so, in fact, 
that when she was finally fou nd by 
her brothers in 1837 , in her hu t sou th­ 
e a st of this city , she absolu tely refu sed 
'to go back to Pennsy lv ania with them. 
Broken-hearted, the brothers, who had 
searched for more than half a centu ry 
for their sister, departed from the 
presence of their sifter, and nev er 
again did they see her. 
She was a child fiv e y ears old when 
stolen, and a decrepit woman, the 
weight of six ty -two y ears in the v ast 
wilderness bearing down u pon her, 
when fou nd by her brothers. 
In her 
childhood she was the pride of the 
Delawares and ev ery comfort and at­ 
tention av ailable was giv en her. So it 
was also when she became the bride of 
She-pe-ean-ah, a Miami Indian, and she 
was called the “W hite Rose of the Mi­ 
ami« .” 
The tribe liv ed sou theast of 
Peru , and it was there thpt a trapper 
named Ewing, who had read the story 
of her captu re by the Indians, fou nd 
her. He wrote the story of his discov ­ 
ery to the Harrisbu rg (Pa.) papers and 
soon afterward the gray -haired Slo­ 
cu m brothers started on their long 
jou rney westward throu gh the wilder­ 
ness to this locality . In childhood play 
one of the brothers had chopped 
a fin­ 
ger off Frances’s left hand, and the ab­ 
sence of the finger led to the woman's 
identification. 
She died elev en y ears 
afterward.

—Charges that 
bribery of members of the Illinois leg­ 
islature figured in the election of Wil­ 
liam Lorimer to the United States sen­ 
ate will be inv estigated by the senate 
committee on priv ileges and elections. 
Chairman Burrows reported a resolu­ 
tion instructing the committee to con­ 
duct the inquiry during v ecation of 
congress. 
The members of the committee want­ 
ed the resolution to specify that the 
inv estigation should proceed at once, 
but it has been the unv ary ing custom 
of the senate not to interfere or em­ 
barrass proceedings when any phase 
of the subject of inquiry was pending 
before 
the courts. 
The fact that 
charges against certain members of 
the Illinois legislature are now before 
the courts will delay this inquiry , but 
it is the understanding that a report 
will be made at the beginning of the 
nex t session of congress in December.

Terre Haute, Ind., J une 20.—Despon 
dent as a result of a long spree, Henry 
Bruner, a carpenter, carefully planned 
suicide, which he carried out in a 
unique manner.

In reply Secretary Knox sent a m^s 
sage to Mr. 01i v aries stating that the 
policy of the United States remains as 
set forth in the secretary of state's let 
ter of Dec. 1, 19 09 , to Mr. Rodriguez, 
then charge d’affaires, whereby rela 
tlons with the Zelav a gov ernment were 
broken off. 
That letter and state 
ments of the consistent application oi 
the same policy to conditions as the> 
arose were duly published. "As to the 
statements made in the telegram oi 
Dr. Madriz to the president,” contln 
ues the secretary , "the gov ernment oi 
the United States took only the eus 
tomary step of prohibiting bombard 
ment or fighting by either party in the 
unfortified and ungarrisoned commer 
ciaJ city of Bluefields, thus protecting 
the American and other foreign inter 
ests, just as the British commande* 
had done at Grey town, where there arc 
large British interests.
